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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the Applicants' Notice of Appeal filed on 
October 01, 2009. In virtue of this notice, claims 1-18 are pending in the instant 
application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest the following limitations: 

• A ballast, comprising... "wherein said clamped rectified voltage is a function of a 
load being applied by said inverter output stage to said power factor correction 
integrated circuit", in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as 
claimed in independent claim 1 (claims 2-10 are allowed as being dependent on 
claim 1). 

• A power factor correction input stage, comprising... "wherein said clamped 
rectified voltage is a function of a load being applied by to said power factor 
correction integrated circuit", in combination with the remaining claimed 
limitations as claimed in independent claim 11 (claims 12-16 are allowed as 
being dependent on claim 11). 

• A ballast, comprising... "wherein said clamped rectified voltage is a function of a 
load being applied by said inverter output stage to said power factor correction 
integrated circuit", in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as 
claimed in independent claim 17. 
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• A power factor correction input stage, comprising... "wherein said clamped 
rectified voltage is a function of a load being applied by to said power factor 
correction integrated circuit", in combination with the remaining claimed 
limitations as claimed in independent claim 18. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Prior art Buonocunto (U.S. Patent No. 7,084,582 B2) discloses an electronic 
ballast system having emergency lighting provisions and electronic chip. 

Prior art Ribarich (U.S. Patent No. 6,956,336 B2) discloses single chip ballast 
control with power factor correction. 

Prior art Nerone et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,756,746 B2) discloses method of 
delaying and sequencing the starting of inverters that ballast lamps. 

Prior art Prasad (U.S. Patent No. 6,700,335 B2) discloses method and circuit for 
regulating power in a high pressure discharge lamp.
